7 I am directed by the Board of Trade to state, for the information of Mr. Secretary 
Morley, that certain alterations have recently been made in the form of Certificate of 
Survey granted under section 6 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, to enable a vessel to be 
registered 08 @ ritish ship. Copies of Customs General Order +%3,, which has been 
issued to Registrars of Shipping in the British Islands, are enclosed’for the information of 
the Secretary of State, as they contain @: the second page a print of the new form of 
Certificate, and I am to suggest that the Government of India might be asked to use their 
powers under section 89 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, in order that the new form © 
may be prescribed for use in the case of vessels which are to be registered in India. 

It is desirable that the new form should come into use in all parts of British registry 
abroad at the same dato if possible, andthe Board would suggest that the Ist July 1908 
would be a suitable date on which to begin the use of the new form, 

They would advise, therefore, that application should be made in good time for a stock 
of this form, or, if the forms are printed locally, that steps should at once be taken to have a 
supply of the amended form ready by the date mentioned. 

The adoption of the new form of Certificate of Survey renders it necessary to make 
alterations in the Register Book of Shipping, the Certificate of Registry as a British ship, 
aud the Transcript of Register, as these are simply records of the particulars enumerated 
in the Certificate of Survey. : 

‘As will be seen from the enclosure, Registrars of Shipping in this country have been 
instructed to make the necessary alterations in manuscript in the existing stocks of the 
Register and of the Certificate of istry and Transcript of Register, and the same 
course should be followed by those Registrars abroad who obtain their supply of forms 
from the Board of Trade. In those oases, however, in which Registry forms are printed 
locally, it will be for the Authorities to decide whether they will print new Registry Books, 
Certificates of Registry, and forms of Transcript of Register at once or will cause the necessary 
alterations to be made in the existing stotks. f : 

The Board consider it desirable that each Registrar of Shipping in India should have « 
copy of the enclosed General Order, and further copies will be sent to you if you will be so 
good as to state how many will be required.

1. Tho country served bythe canals shall be mapped out into blocks of convenient size 
in accordance with the features of the ground, natural or artificial So far as may be practi- 
cable, the blocks shall be separated by drainage lines, Tuis shall be done by the Subdivi- 
sional Canal Officers under the guidance and control of the Divisional Canal Ovficer.

~ Leases for not more than seven years may be granted for the whole irrigable area of

hemical Examiner to Government. Without the certificate of the Chemical Examiner that 
an ingrodient is of the proper strength, and fitted if used in the proportion mentioned in rules 
3 and 4 to effectually and permanently render unpalatable and unfit for human consumption 
the spirit with which it is mixed. no ingredient shall be approved for admixture, and if 
admixed without approval, the liquor shall not be admitted at the reduced rate or duty. 

3. When the ingredient is caoutchoucine, it shall be mixed in the proportion of on

No. 3.—Notificatiin—In exercise of the powets conferred upon him by sections 78 
and 99 of Act IIL (B. ©.) of 1876, His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
proposes to pass the following rules and to fix the undermentioned rates to be charged for 
water pe from the Midnapore Canal. These rules and rates will supersede those now 
in force.

Leases for a tirm of years. 


1, The country served by the canals shall be mapped out into blocks of convenient siz 
in accordance with the features of the ground, natural or artificial. So far as may be practi- 
cable, the blocks shall be separated by drainage lines. This rhall be done by the Subdivi- 
sional Canal Officers under the guidance and control of the Divisional Canal Uticer. 

2. Each block determined as above shall be numbered and recorded with its gross and 
irrigable areas in registers to be maintained by the Subdivisional Canal Officers. The blocks 
shail also be marked on maps to be maintained by the same officers, 

. Leases for not more than seven years may be granted for the whole irrigable area of 
a block or for definite parts of a block under the following conditions :— 


I.—Ordinarily the whole irrigable area of any village so far as situated within the 
block must be included in the lease, If the lands of a village within the 
block are divisible into two or more distinct parts which can be irri 
independently, a separate lease may be granted for each part. 

TI.—.111 leas:s within one block shall be so granted that they may expire on the samo 


te. 

111,— No lease shall be granted when the supply of water must of necessity be deli- 
vered across an unieased erea, unless a channel exists, which, in the opinion of 
the Subdivisional Canal Officer, will deliver water without waste across the 
unleased area. 


4. The Superintending Engineer shall fix from time to time the proms area for which 
and the limits of the canal within which, leases fora term of years may be granted. 

- Maps of all villages in which lands have b.en brought under lease for a tirm of 
years, or in which there is any probability of such leases being taken, shall be kept in the 
subdivisional canal offices. These maps to be at scale 32”=1 mile when such are available, 
and elsewhere at scale 16’=1 mile. 

6. The preliminary application for a lease for a term of years, either new or renewal, 
may be of an informal nature, but it must be in writing. it may be presented and ehall be 
received either at the Subdivisional or Sectional Canal Office; in the latter case the 
Sectional Officer shall fcrwaid it immediately to the Sutdivisional Canal Officer. Tho Sub- 
divisional Canal Officer as soon as he has, by personal enquiry or by an enquiry made by 
the Sectional (fBcer, satisfied himself that the land in question constitutes a definite block or 
a definite of a block, and that it oan be irrigated, shall at once inform the Divisional 
Canal Officer giving such particulars as that officer may direct, and shall ask his formal 
approval to the lease bei proceeded with. On receipt of such approval the Subdivisional 
Canal Officer shall ra the preliminary application to the Zilladar, in order that the 
detailed assessment may be taken in havd. ‘The lands to be brought under lease shall be 
indicated on a copy of the map alluded to in rule 5. 

7. The Zilladar on receipt of the application shall depute an amin to prepare the 
khasra or detailed assessment paper.

10. Should it happen that the cultivators of the block — for lease are not 
unanimous, and that certain of them decline to sign the application, the Zilladar shall report 
the matter to the Subdivisional Canal Officer, This officer shall hold a local enquiry, record. 
ing the statements of the persons who decline to sign and recording his pertonal opinion ng 
the reasons given. He shell then send a report to the Divisional Canal 0: who shall 
decide whether the lease may be accepted excluding the fields in the ocoup ition of the persons 
who decline to sign, or whether the lease shall be declined. The Divisional Oanal Officer ig 
authorised to grant a lease when not less than 95 per cent. of the net irrigable area of the 
block has been signed for. In particular cases should it be desirable to grant a lease even 
though an area larger than 5 per cent. of the block has not been signed for, this may be done 
on the written order of the Superintending Kngineer. The reasons for granting the lease 
shall be fully recorded. 


Covering Leases. 
11. Applicants for a lease for a term of years who may require water before the lease 


has been concluded can obtain a supply on tendering an application for a covering lease in 
the form given as Appendix No. II to these rules. This application must be si in the 
resence of the Zilladar or of some other responsible officer nominated for the purpose by 
tre Subdivisional Canal Officer. The signatures should be those of the leading cultivators 
in the block in question, and they should represent holders of not less than 75 per cent. 
of the irrigable land within the block. 
As soon as the Subdivisional Canal Officer receives the application duly signed, he 
shall issue a permit in the form given as Appendix No. IV to these rules, and shall’ at once 
supply water. 


Single Waterings. 


12. Applications for a single watering during the k/arif season, may be entertained if 


water is available, after meeting the demand for the areas leased for a term of years. 
The applications may be presented at the Subdivisional Canal Office or to the Sectional 
Officer. They must be in the form given as Appendix No. V to these rules, 

‘(he application must be for a definite block and the signatures of the applicants must 
cover areas aggregating not less than four-fifths of the lands in the block. 

If the Subdivisional Officer is able to supply water and accepts the application he will 
require the applicants to pay in advance one-half of the amount due on the areas entered 
in the application at the rate specified in the schedule of rates, and on this sum being paid 
he will at once issue a permit in the form given as Appendix No. VI to these rules and 
will supply water. When the watering has been concluded the area actually irrigated shall 
be determined and the assesment shall be made on the areas actually watered within the 
limits of the block specified in the application and permit. 


Season Leases. 


13. Applications for water to i owed spring rice or other crops between December * 
‘and April may be presented at the Subdivisional Uanal office or to the Sectional Officer.

2. livery scholar shall, without any unnecessary delay, inform the Secretary of 8atg 
to which University or College ho is about to proseed, and shall at once take stops to enter 
himself thereat. 

3. Every scholar shall, within four weeks of reaching England, submit, for tho approval 
of the Secretary of State, a statement showing the general course of study he proposes ty 
follow; and the covrse approved shall not be changed without the sanction of the Seoretary 
of State. 

4. Ryvery scholar shall, at the end of each term of residenoe at a University or College, 
submit to the Secretary of State a certificate from the proper University or College authority 
ae that his residence, conduct, and progress in study have been satisfactory during 
the term. 

5. Every scholar shall at all times obey such instructions as he may receive from the 
Secretary of State. 

6. Subject to a duecompliance with the above conditions, the allowance, at the rate of 
£150 a year, for two years, or three years, if so determined, will be paid quarterly, in

Leases for a term of years. 


1. The country served bythe canals shall be mapped out into blocks of convenient sizs 
in accordance with the features of the grourld, natural or artificial. So far as may be practi- 
eable, the blocks shall be separated by drainage lines. ‘This shall be done hy the Subuivi- 
sional Canal Officers under the guidance and contro! of the Divisional Canal Uti cer, 

2. Kach block determined as above shall be numbered and recorded with its gross aud 
irrigable areas in registers to be maintained by the Subdivisioval Canal Officers. The blocks 
shall also be marked on maps to be main‘uined by the same -fficers. 

8. Tieases for not more than seven years may be granted for the whole irrigablo ara of 
a block or for definite parts of a block under the following conditions :— 


I.—Ordinarily the whole irrigable area of any village so far as situated within the 
block must be included in the lease. If the lands of a villago w thin the 
block are divisible into two or more disticet parts which ean be irrigated 
independently, a separate lease may be granted foreach part. : 


IJ.—. ll leases within one bicck shall be so granted that they may expire on the same 


date. 

1IL.—No lense shall be granted when the supply of water mus! of neovasity be deli- 
vered across an wnleased srea, unless a channel exists, which, in the opinion of 
the Subdivisional Canal Utticer, will deliver water without waste across the 
unleased area. 


4. The Superintending Engineer sball fix from time to time the gross area for which 
and tbe limits of the canal within which, leases fora term of years may Le grauted. 

5. Maps of all villages in which lands have b en brought under lease for a t+rm ol 
years, or in which there is any probability of such leases being taken, shall be kept in tae 
subdivisional canal offices. These maps to be at scale32’=1 milewhon such are available, 
and elsewhere at seale 16”=1 mile. 

6, The preliminary application for a lease for a term of years, either new or renewal, 
may be of an informal nature, but it must be in writing. It may be presented and chall be 
received either at the Subdivisional or Sectional Canal Office; in the latter case the 
Sectional Officer shall forward it immediately to the Sutdivisional Canal Otlicer. The Sub- 
divisional ‘Canal Officer as soon as he has, by personal enquiry or by au enquiry made by 
the Sectional Ofbcer, satisficd himself that the land in question constitutes a definite block or 
a definite part of a block, and that it can be irrigated, shall at once inform the Divisioual 
Canal Officer giving such perticulars as that officer may direct, and shall ask his formal 
approval to the lease being proceeded with.

1. The country served by the canals shall be mapped out into blocks of convenient size 
in accordance with the features of the ground, natural or artificial. So far as may be practi- 
enable, the blocks shall be separated by drainage lines. This shall be done by the Subdivi- 
sional Canal Officers under the guidance and control of the Divisional Canal Officer, 

9. Bach block determined as above shall be numbered and recorded with its gross and 
irrigable areas in registers to be maintained by the Subdivisioval Canal Officers. The blocks 
shall also be marked on maps to be maintained by the same efficers. 

3. Leases for not more than seven years may be granted for the whole irrigable area of 
a block or for definite parts of a block under the following conditions: — 


J.—Ordinarily the whole irrigable area of any village so far as situated within the 
block must be included in the lease. . If the lands of a village within the 
block are divisible into two or more distinct parts which can be irrigated 
independently, a separate leuse may be granted for cach part. 

IJ.—All leases within one block shall be so granted that they may expire on the same 


date. 

-11L.—No lease shall be granted when the supply of water must of necessity be deli- 
vered across an unieased area, unless a channel exists, which, in the opinion of 
the Subdivisional Oanal Officer, will deliver water without waste across the 

i unleased area. 


* 4, The Superintending Engineer shall fix from time to time the gross area for which 
and the limits of the canal within which, leases fora term of years may be granted. 

5. Maps of all villages in which lands have been brought under lease for a term of 
years, or in which there is any probability of such leases being taken, shall be kept in the 
subdivisional canal offices. These maps to be at scale 82’=1 mile when such are available, 
and elsewhere at scale 16”=1 mile. 

6. The preliminary application for a lease for a term of years, either new or renewal, 
may be of an informal nature, but it must be in writing.

All administrative charges must therefore be filled for the time being by Imperil 
engineers, and the cadres for Provincial engineers will, for the present, be confined to tho 
executive and assistant clavses. The Governor-General in Council, however, fully recognizes 
the neoessity of increasing the strength of the Provincial Service, as soon'as this is found to 
be practicoble, in order to F sed a larger field of employment for persons who ghave been 
trained in this country. The scheme now sanctioned for the Provincial Service must not 
therefore be regardéd as finally determining the position of that service in the Public Works 
Depatment, but rather as providing the framework of~a scheme, to be subsequently enlarged, © 
in the direction of giving the Indian element in the department a larger share i the 
administration of the public works of their country 9s they prove their fitness for the higher 
posts. The Governor-General in Council, therefore, directs that a careful reconsideration of 
the strength and constitution of the Provincial Servioo shall be undertaken at periodical 
intervals of five years.

RULES FOR THE PROMOTION AND ENGLISH QUALIFICATION 
EXAMINATIONS OF OLVIL HOSPILAL ASSISTANTS OF THE BENGAL 
PROVINCIAL ESTABLISH MENT. 


A.—Promotion Examination. 


Examinations of Civil Hospitdl Assistants in professional subjects will be held ever 
half-year, as they are now, on the 15th April and 15th October each year. If the 15th falls 
on aRgtusday or Sunday, the examination will be held on the following Monday. If the 
15th@falls on or during the coursejof any gazetted Government holidays or poriod of 
holidays, the examination will be held on the first Monday following such gazetted holiday 
"or period of holidays. 

2. The examination will be held at three stations only, in which Medical schools are 
situated, where the Superintendents and staff of teachers can superintend the examinations 
satisfactorily. These are Caloutta, Patna and Cuttack.

4, Oivil Hospital Assistants who have completed five years’ service in the fourth grade 
are liable for examination for promotion tothe third, and those who have completed the same 
period of service in the third grade, are similarly liable for examination for promotion to the 
second grade. There will be no examination for promotion to the first and senior grades. 
Civil Hospital Assistants who are liable for examination shoald apply to the Inspeotor- 
General of Civil Hospitals, two months beforehand, through their immediate superior officers. 
(The re-test examination in English will be discontinued, but Civil Hospital Assistants who 
sal qualified in English must do so before they can be promoted to the next higher 
grade.)* 

4, In submitting applications for examination, Civil Surgeons should state what local 
arrangements can be made for couducting the candidates’ duties during their absence.

9. The Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals will call for questions on professional 
subjects from one or other of the Superintendents. The Superintendent setting the questions 
will sot five questions in each paper. At the top of each question-paper a note will be 
printed to the effect that candidates are required to answer only any four of the five 

uestions set, and must not answer more. The officers setting the questions or the 
nspector-General of Civil Hospitals may make any of the five questions compulsory. +h¢

Tas school is under the management of the Principal of the Patna assisted 

by a Board of Visitors. It owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to 

- eommemorate the visit to India of His Majesty the King when Prince of Wales. The object 

of the fund was the promotion of technical instruction in Bihar, ‘The school was formally 
opened on the 11th July 1896 by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

9. The number of students admitted to the first-year class of each year will be limited 
to 60. Preference is to be given to Biharis, Failing, however, a sufficient number of 
Bihari applicants, students who are natives of other provinces may be admitted, preference 
being given to Bengalis domiciled in Bihar over non-domiciled Bengalis or other applicants. 

‘As far as accommodation is available, students who have passed the final “B” class 
examination will be admitted to the second-year class, provided they are not over 21 yoare of 
age, wee again being given to Biharis and domiciled Bengalis. 

~ Phe school, as at present constituted, is chiefly engaged in training students for 
appointment as Sub-Overseers and Overseers. 


Tho curriculum includes— * 


(1) A sound study of elementary mathematics. 

(2) Careful age survey work. 

(3) Drawing, both -hand and engineering. 

(4) Elements of road-making and th construction cf simple buildings. 
(5) Workshop practice, with had tools and machinery. 


Students are prepared for the Overseer certificate of the Public ‘Works Department, 
The necessary additional buildings have now been completed; and Government has 
a to reserve one appointment annually for a qualified student from this school, who 
must bea Bihari by race. 

4. Tho next session will commence on 6th July 1908. 

5. In the Overseer Department, which corresponds to the Apprentice Department of 
the Sibpur College, the monthly feo is Re. 1-8, except for non-domiciled Bengalis, who shall 
pay Rs. 3, All scholarship-holders, however, receive free tuition. Government scholarships 
of the value of Rs. 7 a-month, tenable one year, are awarded each year on the results of the 
annual examiuvations, eight being tenable in the second-year class, si# in the third-year olzss, 
and siz‘in the fourth-year class. Of the scholarships attached to the school, 75 per cent. 
are to be reserved for those students who are Biharis by race, ‘The teaching is in English. 

6. Candidates for admission to the Overseer Department ‘must be under 20 years of 
age, and must have passed one of the tests mentioned below :— 


(1) The Entrance Examination of @h Indian University in English ‘and mathematics. 

(2) Standard VII of the Code of European schools. 

(8) Students who have not pi either of these tests, and who are otherwise eligible, 
will have to pass an examination in Bnglish and Mathematics (of about the 
same standard as the Entrance Examination of the Oalcatta University in these 
subjects) to be held by the Primcipal of the Patna Oollege on the 7th and
